K H E Deliberations on the Ceremony of the Coro- 

i nation of the late Kiog fmes II. and of his 
Royal Confort, were held in fo folemn a Man- 
ner, in the Frefence of the King hinifelf, by a 
Coaunittee of . all the Lords of the Privy Cooo- 
cil, attended by the Board 6f Green- Cloth, by 
the Heralds, by the Officers of the Great Ward- 
robe, the Jewel-Office, and by the other rcqci^te Officers } and 
the fame was perform'd in fuch an aagaft and (plendid Manner, 
that it was queftionlefs deftgn'd for the Model of all future Co- 
ronations \ and accordingly by the King's ezprefs Command was 
recorded in the moft pompous Manner \ which has been followed 
with very little Variation on the three feveral Coronations of 
^ng WiUiaa and Queen Maty^ Qpeen Anne, and his late Ma- 
jeftjr King George 1. For which Reafons we thought it might 
oblige the carious and inquifltive World, to give fuch an Account 
tbweof, as may inform them what they are to ezpeft on the 
grand Occafion of the Coronation of our prefent Gracious Sove- 
reign King G E R G JS IT. and his Royal Confort Queen CA R 0- 
LIJVE, eztraded firom Matters of Record, and the moft un- 
quefiiooable Authorities, which at the fame time are in fenr 
Hands, and ver^ dlfiScult to be come at by the Publick. 

We fhall begin with the Letters of Summons that have been 
n&ally fent to the Peers and Peerefles, after the Lift of thofe

On the Day appointed for this grand Solemnity, the feur 
Troops of Horfe-Guards with their Grenadiers, and the two 
Regiments of Foot-Guards with their Grenadiers, repair to their 

(everal 
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leveral Parades, between the Hours ol* fire and fix in the Morning, 
and are pofted at Wejiminficr before nine. 

The Place of the Parade oi the Firft Troop, is ufually the 
Piazza of Coven f •Garden^ from whence they march thro' Kiffg- 
Street into the 'New Palace^Tard, where they are drawn up three 
deep, ranging from the great North Door of Wefimw^er-UaUy 
croft the faid Falace'^Tard. We ihall particularize the ufual Ha- 
bits ^nd fplendid Appearance of this Troop, omitting thofe of 
the others, they being in a manner the fame, except as to the dif- 
tingui(hing Colour ot each Troop ^ that of the Firft Troop being 
Blue^ that of the Second Green^ and that of the Third TeUaw. 

The Officers of the Firft Troop are richly habited, eitJier in Coats 
of Crimfon Velvet, embroidered with Gold and Silver, or of fine 
Scarlet Cloth, embroidered or laced with Gold or Silver, or both 
intermixed. 

They wear Scarfs about their Waftes^ either of Gold or Silver 
Network^ or Crimfon TaiFata, richly fringed with Gold or Silver 
on the Edges, and with a deep Fringe of the fame at the Ends. 

J?heir Cloaks are alio of fine Scarlet Cloth, embroidered on 
the Capes and down before with Gold or Silver, or both inter* 
mixed.' 

In their Hats they wear Tours of White Beathers: Their 
HoafTes and Holfler-Caps, being of Crimfon Velvet, are richly 
embroidered and embofTed with Gold and Silver : And the Manes^ 
Cruppers and Tails of their Horfes are garnifhed with hrge 
Knots of broad Blue Tafiata Ribband. 

Th^ Gentlemen of this Troop (200 in Number) are ufually 
all new doathed in Coats and Cloaks of Scarlet Cloth, lined with 
Blue Sbaloon : The Facings of their Sleeves, of the fame StujBT, 
are laced about with a figured Galoon of Silver (edged with 
Gold) two Inches broad : Their Buttons are of Silver Plate : 
They are accuftomed to have each of them a good Buff Coat, 
and a large Pair of Gantlet Gloves of the fame : And in their 
Hats (which are Black, and turned up on one Side, and edged 
about with a broad Silver Lace) they wear large Blue Knots of 
broad TafFata Ribband ; which Blue being the diftingoifliing Co- 
lour of their Troop from the others, the Heads of their Horfes 
are adorned with Knots of the like Ribband. 

Thiey have their Houfles and Holfter-Caps of Scarlet Cloth, 
>mbsoidered with the King's Cypher and Crown within a Border 
'4)f Foliage. 

The 
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The Cornet of Crtiiifi>ii Damask doubled, beiog two Foot fix 
Inches flying, and two Foot three Inches on the Staff, is fringed 
about with Silver and Gold intermixed, three Inches deep, with 
Strings and Tafiels ibitable ; and in the middle is embroidered 
the King's Cypher, enfignM w^ith a large Imperial Crown of 
Gold, withm a Scroll of Silver, whereon the King's Motto is 
wrought in Black Silk ^ and under the Scroll three lefler Imperial 
Crowns of Gold are embroidered. 

The Guydon is alfo of Crimfon Damask, made up and em« 
broidered in all refpeds as the Corner, from which it differs only 
in Form, having a forked Tail, to the Points whereof from the 
StfldfF it is about a Yard and three Inches flying. 

The Officers of the Firfl Troop of his Majefly's Horfe-Grena- 
diers (60 in Number) are al(b richly habited and equipped, and 
ufually parade \^ith the Firft Troop of Horfe^Guards, uiuefs they 
ore commanded to do Duty oh foot, together with the other two 
Troops of Grenadiers, in which Ca^ they are all three.drawn up 
in St. James^w-Vark^ near the Horfe-Goard, and led thro' King' 
fireet to their feveral Stations, near their refpediive Troops. . 

The Second Troop of Horfe-Guards (confifting alfo of 200 
Cfentlemen) draw up at their ufual Place of Parade in the Hof- 
market ^ from whence marching by Sr. Jamei% Stables, crofs the 
ftirk Into FtttyfrMee^ and ^own T^tbi/I-ftreety they pafs thro' 
the Gate^boufe kuto the Great Sanduary, and being drawn up 
three deep, are pofted facing the Weft-end and North- Weft Angjie 
of the Abhey-Cburch. 

The Third Troop of Hor&^Guards parade likewile in the Hay- 
market^ and marc^hing thence by If^hiuhaB into Kif^ftreet^ they 
proceed thro' the Market-place and the Wool-ftaple into the Vaiace- 
Tardj where they are alfo drawn up three deep, and pofled oppo* 
ftte to the gfeat North-door oiWefiminfler-liall^htiag on the Right 
Wing of the Firft Troop of Grenadiers. 

The Firft Regiment of Foot-Guards (confifting of 26 Compa- 
nies,'and two Gompatiies of Grenadiers) their OfBeers exceeding < 
richly habited, and the private Soldiers new cloatbed in Coats cf 
Red Broad Cloth, lined and faced with Blue, uiually draw np 
at their Parade within the Rails of the Piazza in Cmeni^arim ^ 
and Guards being detach'd for Wbitehall and SomerfeuUovf^^ the 
Regiment is formed in a Battalion, and marches down the StrMd 
by Cbaring'CroJs and JVbitehall into King-fireet^ and the New 
Valace-TarL where pafling thro* a Way left open, 'tis drawn up 

fix 
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Hx deep, and pofted all along the South-fide of the Rai), rang* 
ing from Eaft to Weft, with their Front Northward, oppo£te to 
the Third Troop of Horfe Goards. 

The two Companies of Foot Grenadiers ufually march in the 
Head of the Regiment, and are pofted in a fingle Rank on the 
South of the Rail, from the Left Wing of the Second Regiment 
in Palace Tard^ thro' Umon-ftrect into King ftreet^ and fo to 
St. Margaret^ Church Yard^ having on their Left the Company 
of Foot Grenadiers of the Second Regiment of Foot Guards. 

The Second Regiment called Co/dftream, (confifiing of i6 Com- 
panies, and two of Grenadiers) their Officers al(b exceeding 
richly habited, and the private Soldiers new cloatbed, ufually 
march from their Parade in Lincolah Inn fields^ thro' Covent- 
Garden^ the Strand^ and Kingftreet^ into the Great Sanduary ^ 
and drawing up as a Bataliion, are pofled from St. Margaret's 
Church Gate Wcftward along the Wall of the Church- Yard, in a 
fingle Rank, reaching to the great Weft-door of the Abbey , rang- 
ing likewife without the Korth Rail to the fame great Door i^ 
Oppofition. 

Early in the Morning of the Day appointed for the Coronation, 
the Lord Great Chamberlain of England repairs to the King -, and 
with the Afliftance of the Lord Chamberlain of the Houfliold, 
puts on his Majcfty's Shirr, open*d for the Anointing, as »lfo his 
Breeches and Stockings of Crimfon Silk^ and his Satten Surcoat, 
openM likewife for Anointing, and other upper Apparel fit for 
the Scafon. 

Whereupon his Majefty, having performed his Devotions, and 
being attended with feveral Noblemen and OfHcers ufaally 
paflTes thro' St. Jameses Park to Whitehall'^ wliere the Royal Barge 
attending at the Privy Stairs^ he comes therein privately by Water 
to IVeftminfler^ about Ten of the Clock in the Morning, and 
lands at the Parliament Stairs, leading up to the Old Palace Tard ^ 
and going dirfftly to the Prince's Lodgings, he there repofes him- 
felf, and is invefted with his Siircoat of Crimfon Velvet •, and 
after fome Time , with his Royal Robe, or Mantle, of Crimfon 
Velvet furred .with Ermine, called his Pa44iamf nt Robes, with a 
Cap of Eftate alfo of Crimfon Velvet, turned up with Ermine* 

The Queen, in the mean Time, having performed her Devo- 
tions al(b, and been fully atticed at St. 7ames\ and apparelled 
in her Royal Robes of Purple Velvet, fiirred with Ermine, by 
the Ladies of her Bedchamber, afllfted by her Women ^ and on 

B her 
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her Head a Cap 6f Purple Velvet tmrn'd up with Ermine^ 
with a ^ Circlet of Gold . richly adorned with precious Stones, 
bfuallf come* privately iti fier Chair to Whitehati^ and thence 
through the Frivy Garden into Cbanel Row t, and fo cro(s the New 
Pa/dceTarJ up Ifeftfnwfler Uall^ to the Court of Wards 5 where 
fhe repofes hetfelf whilft the Proceeding is fet in order in the Hall, 
being attended from St. Jameses by the Ladies who are to bear 
her Train, the Two Ladies of the Bedchamber, her Lord Cham* 
berlain, and Vice-Chamberlain, Two Gentlemen Ufhers, and 
Two of her Majefty's Women. 

^ The Peers, about Eight of the Clock in the Morning, purfuant 
to his Majefty's Orders publilhed by the Earl Marlbal, repair 
to WeftfBififter^ either by Water or in Chairs, no Coaches being 
permitted to pafs through King-firett^ and aflemble in the Houfe 
of Lords, and there put on their Robes, and take their Coronets 
in their Hands: And the PeerefTes coming in their Chairs to the 
Great North-Door of WeftmififtcnHa//^ pafs up the faid Hal], 
and through the Court ofKcque[!s^ and affemble in the ? aimed 
Chamber^ io Purfuance of the faid Orders, all ready dreffed and 
robed, and with their Coronets in their Hands. 

The Archbifhops, and Bifliops, afTemble about the fame 
Time, and veil themfelyes in their Rocbeis^ in the Houfe of 
Lordf^ and Chambers adjacent. 

The Judges, and others of the Long Robe, together with the 
Gentlemen of the Privy-Chamber, Efouires of the Body, Ser- 
jeants at Law, Mailers in Chancery, Aldermen of L^/ri/7/r, Chap* 
lains having Digtiities, and Six Clerks in Chancery, being all in 
their proper Habits, afTemble about the fame Time in the Court 
of Requelts. 

About half an Hour after Ten of the Clock, they being all 
afTembled as aforefaid, the Officers of Arms, by the Earl Mar- 
fhal's Order, marfhalthem according to their refpedlive Clafles, 
U Four in a Rank, placing the youngcft on the Left i and con- 
dud them out of the faid Court q Requefisy down the Great 
Stooe-Stairs, into Weftmwfter Uall^ in manner following.

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Tbc Six Clerks in Cbrniary. 

Thefe being marihalled in Two Ranks, v/^^ Four in the firft 
Rank, and Two in the (econd Rank, are conduced by Two Of- 
ficers of Arms into the Hall, through the Door on the Eaftiidr, 
near the Court of King^-Bench^ where one of the fa id Officers 
conduAs thoft Two on the Right-Hand of the firft Rank, and the 
Right-Hand Man of the fecond Rank, down the PafTage between 
the Tables and Cupboards, on the Eaft-fide of the Hall, to the 
lower End of the laid PafTage \ and the other Officer of Arms 
condods the other Two on the Left^-Hand of the firft Rank, and 
the Left -Hand Man of the (econd Rank, down the oppofite Paf^ 
fiige on the Weft-fide of the Hall, to the lower End of the faid 
PafTage *, where they flay till they are drawn out in the Grand 
Proceeding.

All thefe, as they enter the Hall, falling off to the Right 
and Left, as do the She Clerks, are conduded, by Officers of 
Arms, to the Entrance of the PafTages betwixt the Tables and the 
Cupboards, on each Side of the Hall^ and, paifing down behind 
the Tables, ftay there in'like manner, until they are drawn out 
in the Grand Proceeding. 

In the mean time, the Peers and PeerefTes being called over in 
the Houfe of Lords, and Pai/Jied Chamber^ and marfhalled ac« 
cording to their rcfpeftive ClafTes, Four a-Breaft, the youngeft 
always on the Left-Hand •, the Officers of Arms, about Eleven 
of the Clock, draw them out in Order into the Court of Requefn^ 
from whence they are conduced into Weftminjter tiall^ down 
the gr^at Stone Stairs, in this Manner.

As foon as the BaronefTes are come into the Hall^ they are 

cmduded by the Officers of Arms, who precede them, down 

the Middle of the Hall, towards the Lower-end thereof 5 where 

they divide to the Right and Left, Two and Two, and ftand 

by the Forma at the Sides of the Tables: And in like manner the 

Barooa^ 
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Baroni. and Blfliops, and all the other Clailes of the NobiGty, 
leaving an open Paflage along the Middle of the Hall $ only the 
Lord Great Chamberlain, the Lord High CoiiAable, and the Earl 
Marjhal^go not down the Hall, bat afcend the Stone Steps^ and 
pla^ tbemfelveg by the Side of their Majefties Table. 

At the fame Time that the King enters the Hall, her Majefty, 
attended by her Lord Chamberlain, and other Officers and La- 
dies, comes out of tlie Court of Wardsy by a private Door, at 
the South- Weft Corner of the Hall ^ and repairing to her Chair 
of State, under her Canopy, at the upper End of the Hall, 
ftands before it till his Majedy is feated. 

Then his Majefty, afcend ing the Stone Steps of the Stage, 
attended only by the great Officers, and the two Archbifhcps, 
with Garter^ and the Ulher of the Black Rod^ places himfelf in 
his Chair of State, under his Canopy, at the upper End oi the 
Hall, on the Right Hand of the Queen, whereupon the Queen 
alfo feats herfelh 

The Dean and Prebendaries of Weftminfter^ having, early in 
the Morning, confecrated the holy Oil for their Majemes Anoint- 
ing, and being veiled in Surplices and rich Copes, and preced- 
ed by the Gentlemen of the King's Chapel, and Choir of fpyf* 
minfter^ bring thie Vfgalia^ about ii of the Clock, to the Lower 
End of the Hall, and there ftay till the Swords are prefented 
to bis Majefty ^ which is performed in Manner following. 

Their Majefties being leated, as is before mentioned, under 
their Qinopies, whereof that of the Qiieen is fomewhat lefTer, 
and lower than the King's, but both of them exceeding rich % 
and the Table, whereat tbeir Majefties after wanfs dine, being 
covered with a very large and fine Turkey*wotk^ or Verfian 
Carpet •, the Mafter of the Jewel Houfe, attending (with the 
other Officers there) with the four Swords, &c. making his Re- 
verence, prefents to tte Lord High-Conftable, (who ftafids on^ 
the Outfide of the Table) the Sword of State, which is a very 
large two-handed Sword, with a rich Scabbard of Crimfon Vel- 
vet, adorned with feveral Gold Plates of the Royal Badges, in 
this Order, from the Point twards the Hilt, viz. The Orh^ or 
Mound, the Royal Crefi, a VortcuUk, Harp, Tbift/e, Flower de 
Lizy and Hiofe s a Vortcuik again -, then the Royal Arms ai]|l 
Supporters, a Harp, Thift/e, Flower de Uz^ Ro/e^ and another 
fortcuUii 5 and the like on the oppofite Side : The Crofs, or 
Bar, is compofed of the Royal Supporters, vtz. a lyon and 
Unicorn v/rought in Silver Gilt, with a Rofe^ within a Laurel^

bet i;recn them on the one Side, and a Kiw^r de Liz, wHhin t 
Laurel^ on the other j and the Handle is adorned Mrith Port- 
cullice\ FlffMrs ie JJz^ ami Hdrp^^ all imbofTed in Silver Gilr, 
(as is alfo the Pomel, with a ThiJU^^ an O^**, the Cr^^, and a 
Ro/e.) The Lord High-Conftable delivers it to the Lord Great 
Chamberlain, who, making his Obeyfance to his Majefty, lays 
it on the Table before the King. 

Then the Mafter of the Jewel-Houfe prefents, in like Man-

likewife to eicher Hand, the Seniors ftill placing theiufelves near* 
^(l the Steps : ) Then the Dean and Prebendaries, being come 
to the Foot of the Steps, the Officers of Arms and Choirs« being 
now behind them, dofe again, and make their Third Jleverence i 
and the Dean and Prebmdaries only afcending the Steps, (being 
preceded by Garter^ who ftays above for them^ come to the Table, 
and make their laft Obeyfance. 

Then the Dean of IVejlminfter humbly prefents the Crown 
to the Lord High Conftable, who delivers it to the Lord Great 
Chamberlain, by whom it is laid on the Table before the Kiqg. 

The Scepter with the 
Crpfi, the Scepter with the Dove, the Orb with the Crofi, and 
St. Edward's Staff, are alfb delivered upon the Knee, by the 
Prebendaries that brought them, to the Dean of Weftminfter^ and 
by him to the Lord High-Conftable, who giving them to the 
Lord Great Chamberlain, they are by him laid upon the Table 
in like Manner.

Privy -Chamber-, the Barons of the Exchequer, and Juftices of 
both Benches, together with the Lord Chief Baron and the two 
Chief TnfticeS) having alceiided the Theatre, are diredled in like 
manner to divide to the Right and L.eft, and take their Places alio

Then the Choir of IVeft mincer, wirh the Prebendaries and 
Dean, being emi>ed the Chuwh, fall off from the Proceeding, a

The Anthem being ended, the Children and Choir of Weji- 
minfier turn to the Left hand, to the back- fide of the Choir, and 
go op into their Gallery by the Great Organ. 

Then the Prebendaries entring the Choir, afcend the Theatre, 
and pafs over it to their Station, on the South* fide of the Altar, 
beyond the King's Chair. 

After which the Dean of Weftminfler^ the great Officers, and 
two Archbiftiops, with the Dukes of Aquitain and Normandy^ 
afcend the Theatre, and ftand near the great South- Eafl Pillar 
thereof. 

Then the Queen, preceded by her Vice-Chamberlain, two Gen- 
tlemen-Ufliers, and her Lord Chamberlain, and by the Lords 
who bear her Majefty^s Regalia \ and being attended as before, 
(having left the Barons of the Cinque Ports with her Canopy^ at 
the Entrance into the Choir) afcends the Theatre, leaving the 
Gentlemen Penfioners (who guarded her Majefty ) below in the 
Choir, and the Serjeants at Arms at the Rail on the Weft-fitle of 
the Theatre, and pafTeson the North fide of her Throne, to the 
Chair of State and Faldftool provided for her on the Eaft-fide of 
the Theatre, below her Throne, and (lands by the faid Chair 
till his Majefty comes. 

And it is to be noted. That when the Queen enters the Choir, 
the Kings's Scholars of Weftminfler School^ in Number Forty, all 
in Surplices, being placed in a Gallery adjoining to the Great 
Organ Loft, entertain her M?ijefty with this (hort Prayer or Sa- 
lutation, VIVATREGINA CAROLlNAs which they continue to 
fing until his Majeftv enters the Choir, whom they entertain in 
like manner with this Prayer or Salutation, VIVAT GWRGlUS 
REX s whiv h tliey continue to fing until his Majefty afcends the 
Theatre. 

Then the King, preceded as before, hairing alfo left the Barons 
of the Cinque- Ports, who bore his Majcfty's Canopy, at the En- 
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trance into the Choir, and the Gentlemen Penfioners in the Chair^ 
a(cend8 the Theatre, leaving the reft of the Serjeants at Arms at 
the Rail aforefaid ^ and paflingby the South- fide of his Throne, ta 
bis Chair of State fet for him on the Eaft-Hde of the Theatre, near 
the Foot of his Throne, makes an humble Adoration, and kneels 
down at his Faldftoot, jaft before his Chair, and ufts fome pri- 
vate Devotions *, the Qpeen doing the like: And then arihng^ 
feats himfelf in his Chair of State ^ and being feated, the Queen 
alfo fits down in her Chair of State : The Lord Keeper, the Lord 
Great- Chamber lain, the Lord High-Conflable and £arl-MarfhaL 
with the two Bifiiops who fupport his Majefty, the Dean ox 
Weftminfter^ and the Lords who carry the Regalia and Swords, 
with Garter and the Gentleman- Ufher, all ilanding about hia 
Majefty, viz. The Bifliops on either Side, the Lords who bore 
the Swords on the Right-hand, and the Lord Great- Chamberlain 
on the Left*hand. 

The Queen's OflScers, and thofe who bear her Majefty's Regar 
lia, with the two fupporting Biftiops, and the lady who bears 
her Majefty's Train, with the two Ladies Afliftants, all ftandin^ 
likewife about her Majefty, viz. The Bifliops on either Side, her 
Lord Chamberlain on the Right-hand, and her Vice Chamberlain 
on the Left •, and the Ladies, that attend her, behind. 

Thus their Majefties being feated, and all the Nobilitj and 
otJiers duly placed, the two Provincial Kings of Arms, with the 
I^eralds and Purfuivants of Arms, repair to their Stations at the 
four great Comer Pillars of the Theatre, where there are Seatt 
raird in for that purpofe. 

The RECOGNITION. 

THEN the Archbilhop of Canterbury ftanding near the King; 
on the Eaft-fide of the Theatre^ his Majefty, attended as before^ 
rifes out of his Chair, and ftands before it, whilft the Arcb- 
iifliop, having his Fac^ to the Eaft, fays as follows :

And at the laft o^ them the. Trumpets found, and Drums beat 
This beinp done, a full Anthem is fung by the Choirs, whikg 

their Majefties repofe themfelves in their Chairs of State, which 

has been heretofore in the following Words.

The Grooms of the Removing Wardrobe in the Interim fpread 
a large Turkey work Carpet from the Altar down below the 
Half paces thereof, as far as King Edward's Chair : And the Gen- 
tleman Uiher of the Black-Rod, and the Yeoman of his Majefty's 
(aid Wardrobe, affifted by the two Grooms aforefaid, fpread a 
rich Carp t of Cloth of Gold over it, and lay Culhions of the 
fame for their MajVfties to kneel on, at the Steps of the Akar. 

Then the King rifes from his Chair, (on the Eaft-fide of the 
Theatre below his Throne) leaving the Queen in hers •, being 
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After the Litany is ended, the Yeomcnv of the Veftry carr7 
back the Desk and Cufhions into St, Edward^s-Cbapel^ where they 
wait to perform any occafional Commands ot his Grace the 
Archbilhop of Cantcrtury. 

The SERMON. 

THEN the Biihop appointed to preach the Sermon, afcends 
r the Pulpit placed againfl: the great North-Ead Pillar of the Thea* 

tre, at half an Hour palb One of the Clock ^ and the King and 
Qjieen atifing, feat themfelves again in their Chairs, on the 
South Side of the Area, where they hear the Sermon, the King 
now putting on again his Velvet Cap of Eftate turned up with 
Ermine. 

The faid BiQiop, beginning with the Lord's Prayer, names his 
Textj and, during Sermon (which continues near half an Hoar) 
the two Bifliops, who fupport the King, ftand on each Side of 
him: The Lords, who carry the Swords, bear them erefted 
near the King on his Right Side -, and the Lord Great Chamber- 
lain ftandson the King^s Left Hand. 

On each Side of the Queen, (land the two Bibcps who fup- 
ported her, and the two Great Ladies near her Chair ^ her Lord 
CbamberUio oa her Right Hand, and her Vice- chamberlain on her 
Left. 

The Archbilhop ofCsuiurbury fits in a Purple Velvet Chair, on 
the North Side of the Altar, and the Bifhops on Benches on the 
t^orth Side of the Area. And near the Archbifhop (lands Carter 
Kirrg otjifms^ with feveral of the Ring's Servants, who attend 
to do Service. As alfo the Serjeant and two Yeomen of the Vc- 
itry before mentioned, in Scarlet Mantles : On the fame Side near 
the Pulpit, (land the Lord Mayor of L^ndon^ and Matter ef the 
Jewel Houfe. And at the Angles or Corners of the Thrones, 
fliand the Four Gentlemen Ufhersdaily Waiters, richly habited. 

Oathe South Side, Eaft of the King's Chair, and nearer to the 
Altar, (land the Dean and Prebendaries of Weflm'^nfier -, and near 
them, the Commiffioners of the Great Wardrobe, as alfo the 
Yeomen and Grooms of hrs Majcfty's Removing Wardrobe in 
their Scarlet Gowns, to place the Chairs and Faldftools, &€. as 
Occafion Tequires •, and King Edward\ Chair, in which his Ma- 
iefty is Crowned, is placed aboat the Middle of the Area he- 
Core the Altar. 

In the Lord Great Chamberlain's Seat, being a large Box on 
the South Side of the Area, between the great South-Eaft Pillar of 

the 
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the Theatre^ Fnd the next Pillar Eafttirard, generally fit the 
Princes and Princefles of the Royal Family. 

And over them, in a large Gallery between the faid two Pillars, 
AmbalTadors and Foreign Minifters, and Strangers of Quality.

This Prayer being ended, the King rifes, and fits down in 
the Chair, and the Dean of Weftminfter^ having firft dryed all 
the Places anointed, fave the Head and the Hands, with fine 
Cotton- Wool, delivered to him by the Lord Great Chamberlain, 
clofes again the Places that were opened in his Garments. 

Then a (hallow Coif of Lawn is by the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain delivered to the Archbifhop, and by him put upon the 
King's Head, and the Linen Gloves (part of the Regalia) are 
put upon his Hands, becaufe of the Anointing \ and in the mean 
Time this fhort Anthem is ufually fung by the Choirs.

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The INVESTING. 

THE Anthem being ended, the Dean of Weftminfter brings 
from the Altar the ^ Colobium Sindonis^ which he puts upon the 
King, ftauding before his Chair *, the Archbifhop faying this 
Prayer, or £enedidion ; 

OGOD^ the King of Kings^ ani Lori of Lorit^ by whom 
Kings reign^ and Princes decree Jujtice^ vouchfafe^ tvitb 
thine efpecial favour and Grace^ to Blefs thk thy Servans 
G B o R G E our King^ See. 

Then the Dean of Weftminfter brings from the Altar the Sup- 
per tunica^ Surcoat or dole Pall of Cloth of Gold, and a Girdle 
of the fame, to which the Sword is after faftned, and arrays the 
King therewith. 

Then the TifTue Hofe and Buskins, and the Sandals of Cloth 
of Gold, are, by the Dean, put upon the King, his Majefl/ 
fitting down. 

After this, the Dean of Weftminfter brings the Spurs from the 
.Altar, and delivers them to the Lord Great Chamberlain, who^ 
kneeling down, feemingly puts them on the King's Heels, but in- 
deed only touches the King's Heels therewith, and forthwith takes 
them off again, that his Majefty might not be incumbred with 
them, by reafon of the Length of his Robes \ and re-delivering 
them to the Dean of Weftminfter^ they are by him laid upon the 
Altar. 

Then the Nobleman, who bears tlie Sword of State in the Pro- 
ceeding, in Lieu thereof, delivers a Sword in a Scabbard of 
Purple Velvet, to the Archbifhop, who laying it on the Altar, 
fays the following Prayer.

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The Prayer ended, the Archbilhop, afllfted by other Blfiiopg, 
delivers the Sword into the King's Hand, faying, Receive this 
kingly Sword delivered unto Thee by the Hands rf the Bijhops, &c. 

And the King (landing up, delivers it to the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain, who girds his Majefly therewith ^ whereupon the King 
fitting down again, the Archbilhop fays, Remember of whom 
the P/almift did propbe/y, when he faid^ Gird thee voitb thy Sword 
upon thy Thigh^ thou moft Mighty^ &c. 

Then the King arifing, the Dean of Weftminfter takes the 
Armii from the Mailer of the great Wardrobe, and puts it aboot 
his Majefty's Neck^ and ties it to tlie Bowings of his Arms above 
and below the Elbows, the Archbifliop faying. Receive this 
Armil, as a Token of the Divine Mercy embracing thee on every 
Side^ 8cc. 

Laftly, The Mantle or open Pall of Cloth of Gold and Pur- 
ple Brocade, lined with red Taifata, is delivered by the fame 
Gentleman to the Dean of Weftminfter^ who puts it upon the 
King (landing : And his Majeily being invefted therewith, /its 
down, while the Dean of Weftminfter brings the Orb with the 
Crofs, from the Altar, which is delivered into the King's Right 
Hand by the Archbilhop, faying, Receive this Imperial Pall, and 
Orb, and remember that the whole World is fubjeS to the Fewer 
and Empire of God^ Sfcc 

The CROWNING. 

THE King being thus invelled, the Archbilhop, Sanding be- 
fore the Altar, takes St. Edward's Crown into his Hands, and 
laying it before him again upon the Altar, fays this Prayer, the 
King kneeling at his Footflool ^ 

GOD^ the Crown cf the Faithful^ Blefs^ we befeech thee^ 
andSanUify^ &c. 

Then the King fits down again in King Edward's Chair, and 
the Archbiftiop coming from the Altar with the Crown between 
his Hands, aflifted by the Dean of Weftminfter and other Bifliops, 
reverently puts it upon the King's Head. 

At which, the Trumpets found a Point of War, the Drums 
(which are without) beat a Charge, and theTPebple with loud and 

repeated Shouts, cry, GOD SAVE THE KING. 

And 
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And a Signal being given from the Battlements of the North- 
Croft oE the Church, by two Gunners ^ one of them takes his 
Nation on the Inner Roof over the Arca^ to obferve the ezadl 
Minute of his Majefty^s Crowning, and thereupon haftning to 
the Battlements, commands his Companion (there placed) to fire 
a Mufquet, and light a Port-Fire. Upon which, the 21 great 
Guns in St. James % Park are fired \ and upon the fame Sign the 
Ordnance of the Tower are difcbarged. 

The Noife and Acclamations ceafing, the Archbiftiop goes on, 
faying thefe two Prayers, ilanding before the King :

At which Words the King boweth his Head. 

Then the Archbilhop reads the Confortare \ Bejirong^ and of 
^ood Couragty obferve the Commandments of God^ and walk in his 
Ways \ and the Almighty God flrengthen thee^ 9cc. 

After which, this full Anthem (Det^ in Virtute^ &c ) is funjg 
by the Choirs ^ except another is appointed inftead thereof. 

Pfalm 22. Verf. i. The King JhaU rejoice in thy Strength^ 
Lord:, exceeding glad JhaU he be of thy Salvation. 

Verf. 2. Thou haft given him his Hearths Dejire^ and baft not 
denied him the Re que ft cf bis Lips. 

For thou haft prevented him with the BieJJings of Good" 
nefs^ and haft Jet a Crown cf pure Gold upon his Head. Allelniab.

While the Anthem is finging, the King delivers the Orb to 
the Dean of JVeftminJIer^ who lays it again upon the Altar ^ and 
then his Majeftv rifing up, goes from his Chair to the Altar, 
where his Sword is ungirt, and offered by his Majefty in the Scab- 
bard^^but is immediately redeemed, (by the King's Appoint- 
ment) for an hundred Shillings \ and the Nobleman redeeming it, 
draws it out, and fo bears it naked before the King, during the 
refl of the Solemnity. 

The Anthem being fung, all the Peers put on their Corogets. 

The 
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The two Perfons, rcprerenting the Dukes of Norf»andy tnd 
Aguitai/jj put on their Ca^s of Eftate. 
And the Kings of Arms put on their Coronets. 

The Irtveftiiure per Ahnulum & Baculum. 

THE King returning from the Ahar, and having (eated 
hioifelf again in his Chair, the Mafter of the Jewel Houft deli-* 
vers the King's Ring (in which a Table Ruby is enchafed, und 
on that St. George's Crofs engraven) to the Archbilhop 5 and 
the King drawing off his Linnen Glove, the Archbifhop puts it 
on the fourth Finger of his Mkjefty*s Right Hatld, faying, R^- 
ceive the Ring of Kingly Dignrty, and the Seal of Catho ick Faitb^ 
That as thou art this Day confecrated Head and Prince of thk 
Kingdom and People^ &c. 

Then, according to ancient Cuftom, the Lord of the Manor 
of Work/op in Nottinghaft^ire^ ];>refents hfis Majefty with a rich 
Glove, which the King puts on his Right Hand, immediately 
before he receives the Scepter *, and his Majefty (till fitting in 
his Chair, the Archbifhop takes the Scepter with the Crofs, and 
. piits it into the King's Right Hand, faying. Receive the Scepter^ 
the Ettjtgn cf Kingly Povoer and Jufiice. 

Whereupon the Lord of the Manor, before«mentioned. flip- 
ports the King's Right Arm, or holds the faid Scepter tor his 
Majefty, as oocafion requires. 

After which, the Archbilhop delivers the Rod or Scepter with 
the Dove, into the Icing's Left Hand, faying, Receix)e the Rod 
cf Equity and Mercy \ and Gody from whom aU hoty He fire s^ att 
good Counfe/Sy and aU jufi Works do proceed \ look down grticimifly 
upon thee 5 dxreHand ajjiji thee in the Adminifiration of that Dig- 
nity vi)ich he hath given thee^ &c. 

The Second Oblation^ and B^nediSion. 

THUS the King having been anointed, invefted, and crown- 
ed, and having received all his Royal Ornaments, goes towards 
the Altar, holding both the ^cepters in his Hands, and, kneeling 
there upon the Steps, puts off his Crown, and delivers the Scepter 
with the Crofs, and the Scepter with the Dove, into the Hands 
of two Noblemen, to be held by them, whilft he makes his fe- 
cond Oblation, which is a Mark Weight of Gold, (xnz. 8 Ounces 
Troy) delivered by the Treafurer of the Houfliold, to the I^ord 

Great 
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Great»Cham!>erlain of ^nglani^ and by him to the King, and 
received by the Archbilhop into the Bafon, and'by him reverent* 
ly laid upon the Altar. 

Whereupon, the King, fiill kneeling, and taking again the 
Scepters into his Hands, the Archbifliop blefTes the King in Man- 
ner following \ the Bifhops, who fiand ai)out the King, together 
with the Peers, concluding every Part of the Blefling with a 
loud Amen. 

lihe Lord Blefs thee^ and keep thee •, and may aU the Bkffings of 
Heaven and Earth plentifulh defcend upon thee. Amen. 

The Lord give thee cf the Dew of Heaven^ and of the Yatnefs 
of the Earthy &c. 

In thy Days may Juftke flourijh^ and tiighteoufnefs look down 
from Heaven^ 8cc. 

The Lord pro/per thy Life^ and eftablifh tlw Throne, tor. 
jn&^ glorious Majefty of the Lord our God be upon thee^ &c. 

Then the Archbifliop turning to the People, blefles them, and 
fiys, And the fame good Lord grants that the Clergy and Nobles 
gathered together this Day, according to hk Ordinance^ for thk 
great and folenrn Service^ and together with them all the People of 
the Land, fearing God^ 8cc.^ 

After which, the King rifes, and puts on his Crown { and, be- 
ing attended as before, goes again to King Edward's Chair, and 
fits down in it, and there vouchfafes to kift the Archbifliops and 
Biihops afllfting at his Coronation, as they kneeled before him, 
one after another. 

This done the Choirs begin to fing the 7th Anthem. Te Deum 
Laudamus, See. 

At the beginning whereof, the King, having the four Swords 
carried before him, and being attended by the Archbifiiops and 
Bifhops, and the great Officers, turning to the RightiHand, goes up 
to the Theatre, whereon the Throne is placed, and repofes him- 
felf in his Chair of State, on the Eaft Side of the Theatre, below 
his Throne, where his Majefiy firft fits at his coming into the 
Choir. 

The INTHRONING, andUOfflAGE. 

TE DEUM being ended, the King afcends the Throne, be- 
ing lifted up by the Archbiihops and Bifliops, and other Peers 
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of the Kingdom, who, with the Noblemen that bear the Swords 
before him, (land about the Throne and Steps. 

The King being feated in his Throne, the Archbilhop, ftand* 
xng before him, fayfi this Exhortation : 

« 

STAND firm^ and hold faji from henceforth that Place of 
Royal Dignity^ whereof thou art the lavful and undoubted 
Heir, by SucceJJion from thy forefathers^ ice. 

The Exhortation being ended^ all the Peers then prefent do 
their Homage to the King as foUoweth. 

Firft the Archbilhop of Canterbury kneeling before his Majef- 
ty^'s Knees, the other Bifhops doing the fame behind and about 
him, does his Homage, faying, I William, Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, foill be faithful and true, and Faith and Truth tviU bear unto 
you, our Sovereign Lord, and your Ueirs^ Kings of Great-Britain: 
And 1 toiU do, and truly acknowledge thd Service of the Lands which 
I clam to bold of you, as in Right of the Church. So help me God. 

Then he rifes and kifles the King's LeftiCheek : After him the 
reft of the Bilhops prefent do the Tike^ alid retire. 

Then the Firft Duke, having in his Hand the Word« of Ho- 
mage, in the behalf of himfelf and the reft of the Dukes, kneels 

down and fays as follows \ I Duke of y^do become 

your Liege Man of Life and Limb, and of Earthly Worfhip : And 
Faith and Truth I will bear unto you to live and die againft aU manner 
of Folks* So help me God. 

In like manner the Firft Marquifs, if there be any of that 
illuftrious Order, does Homage for himfelf and the reft. And • 
fo does the Premier Earl for the other Earls, the Firft Vifcount 
• for the Vifcounts, and the Firft Baron for the Barons. 

After which, the Dukes, and the other Orders of the Nobility, 
refpeftively re^afcend the Throne, and taking off" their Coronets, 
touch the Crown upon the King's Head, promifing by that Cere- 
mony to fiipport it with all their Power •, and, killing the King's • 
Left Cheek, are, of his Majefly's abundant Grace, feverally kilfed 
by hifn at the fame time, and fo defcend. 

During the Solemnity of the Homage, the Treafurer of his 
Majefty's Houftiold, attended by Garter and the Ulher of the 
Black Rod, throws amongft the People from the South, Weft, 
and North-fides of the Theatre, Medals of Gold and Silver, pre- 
pared for that purpofe, as their Majefties Princely Donative or 
Largefs \ which he continues to do till after the Queen is crowned. 

Note, 
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Note, That during the Ceremony of the Homage^ if there is a 
General Fardott^ it will be read publicklyby the Lord Chan- 
cellor^ attended by Garter and the VJher of the Black Rod, 
at th€ three Sides of the Theatre before mentioned. 
In the mean time the Gentlemen of the Chape/ Royal^ with the 
Inftrumental Mufick, and the Choir of Weftminfter^ flng and 
play together this or fome other Anthem, as a folemn Couclufion 
of the King's Part of the Coronation.

At the end of which Anthem, the Trumpets found, and the 
Drums beat, and all the People (hout, crying out, God fave the 
King. 

The Anointings Crowning^ and Inthroning cf the ^een. 

THE Anthem being ended, the Archbifhop of Canterbury 

foes to the Altar ^ and the Queen rifes from her Chair, on the 
outh'fide of the Area, where (he had repofed her felf during 
the time the King was anointed, crowned, and inthronized ^ and 
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being fupported by t(^o Bifhops, ^oes to^rards the Altar, attended 
by the Ladies who bear her Majefty's Train, together with the 
Ladies of the Bedchamber, &c. and kneels down at the Steps 
ot the Altar, the Carpets and Cufhions being fpread and laid 
there for her, in like manner as they had been before for the 
King; 

Then the Archbifliop^ being at the North-fide of the Altar, 
fays this Prayer : 

ALmigbty and Everhftiftg Gody the Fountain cf aU Goodnefs^ 
give Ear^ we befeech thee^ to our Vrayers^ and multiply 
thy Blejfings upon this thy Servant^ whom^ in thy Name^ with all 
bumble Devotion^ we conjecrate our ^jicen^ fcc 

This done, the Queen rifes and goes to the Faldftool^ at which 
fhe is to be anointed and crowned, placed between King Edward^s 
Chair and the Steps of the Akar, where the Groom of the 
Stole to her Majclly, (wltli ilic two Ladies of the Bedcham- 
ber, aflifted by the Queen's Women) take off tier rich Circle or 
Coronet. 

Then the Queen kneels down, and the Archbifliop pours the 
Holy Oil on the Crown of her Head, in form of a Crofs, ufing 
thefe Words, In the "Name of the father^ the Son^ and the Hofy 
(^hoft^ let the Anointing of this Oil inereafe thine honour^ fcc. 

After which, the fame Ladies open her Apparel for the anoint* 
iog her Majefty on the Breafl, which the Archbifliop alfo per- 
forms, pouring on the holy Oil in form of a Crofs, and ufing 
the feme Words, viz In the Name of the father^ &c. 

After this, the Archbifhop fays this Prayer : 

Ahmighiy and Everlafting Godj We bffeech tbee^ of thy abwi- 
dam Goodnefs^ pour out the Spirit of thy Grace and Ble fi- 
fing upon this thy Servant ^ueen Caroliae, &^. 

Then the faid great Lady^ with her AfGffants, (having firfl 
dryed the Place anointed with fine Cotton- Wool,) clofes the 
Queen's Robes at her Breaft, and after puts a Linnen Coif upon 
her Head, becaufe of the Anointing. 

Which done, the Archbifliop puts the Ring (which he receives 

from the Mafler of the Jewel- HouTe) on the fourth Finger of the 

Queen's Right-hai:d^ Biying^ Receive this Ring^ the Seal of a^n- 

cerefaithy 8cc» 

Then 
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Then the Arcbbifhop takes the Crown in his Hands from off 
the Altar, and reverently fets it upon the Queen's Head, faying, 
Recfhe the Crawa of Glory ^ Honour and Joy •, and God^ the Crown 
if the Faithful^ vobo^ by out Epifcopal Hands (though moft unxoor- 
thy) hath this Day fet a Cro^n of pure Gold upon thy Head j 
Enrichy &c. 

The Queen being crown'd, all thePeercfles prefent put on their 
Coronets ^ and then the Archbifhop puts the Scepter with the 
Crois into herMajefty's Right-hand, and the Ivory Rod with the 
Dove into her Lett, and fays the following Prayer : 

OLord, the fountain (f aU good Things^ and the Giver of aU 
Perfeffion, Grant unto this thy Servant Caroline, our 
^een^ &c. 

The Queen being thus anointed and crowned, and having re* 
ceived all her Royal Ornaments, the Choirs fing the following, 
or fome other. Anthem, performed by the whole Confort rf 
Voices and InllrumentA.

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his Majefty iitting upon his Throne ^ and fo is condudred to 
her own Throne on the Left hand of the King, where ftie repofo 
her felf till the Anthem is ended. 

After the Anthem (if there be no Communion,) the King and 
Queen defcend and kneel at their Faldftools upon the Theatre, aC 
the Foot of their Thrones, wbilfl the Archbifliop fays the Final 
Prayers.

After which, the Archbifhop pronounces the Benedidion, viz. 
The Peace of God^ which pajfetb aU Underftanding^ &c. 

The Manner of their M^ajefties Return to Weftminfler-Hall. 

THE Ceremony of their Majefties Coronation being thus 
performed, the King rifes., having the Crown on his Head, and 
both the Scepters in his Hands •, and being attended by the Great 
Officers and the Lords who carry the Four Swords-, and the 
other J-ords who carry St. Edwards Staff, the Spurs and Orb, 
having again received them from off the High Altar, and bearing 
them before his Majefty, the King defcends from the Theatre, 
and palFes thro' the Door on the South-fide of the High Altar* 
into St. Edward's Chapel ^ and comes before the Altar, at the Head 
of St. Edward's Shrine or Tomb, where the Regalia before-men- 
tioned, vi^. the Staff, Spurs and Orb, are delivered to the Dean 
of Weftminfter^ who lays them on the faid Altar, the Organs 
playing all the while. 

The Queen alfo, defcending from the Theatre at the fame time 
with the King, paffes by the High Altar, thro' the Door on the 
North-fide thereof, into St. Edward's Chapel^ having her Crowa 

on 
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on her Head, and her Scepter and Ivory Rod in her Han^ls, 
(attended as before) and repairs alfo to the Altar in the fuid^ 
Chapel. 

Then the King delivers the two Scepters to the Archbifhop, 
who lays them upon the Altar 5 and his Majefty taking oft' his 
Crown, delivers it alfo to the Archbiftiop, who places it upon the 
faid Altar. 

The Queen alfo delivers her two Scepters to the Archbiftiop j 
and taking off her Crown, delivers it likewife to him 5 all which 
he places upon the Altar. 

This done, the Ring withdraws into his Traverfe, at the Weft- 
end of the faid Chapel, where he fits down in his Chair, and is 
difrobedj by the Lord Great Chamberlain, of the Robes called 
St. Edxx>ard\ which are delivered to the Dean of Weftminjter^ 
who lays them upon the Altar before-mentioned. 

The Queen likewife retires to her Traverfe on the Left-hand of 
the King's, and there repofesher felf. until the King is revelled- 

The King is then arrayed by the Lord Great Chamber lain, in 
his Royal Robes of Purple Velvet, furred with Ermine. And the 
King and Queen coming before St. Erfw^ri's, Altar, the Arch- 
biftiop (being ftill revetted as before) puts two other Imperial 
Crowns upon their Majefties Heads, with Caps of Purple Velvet, 
viz. the Crown of State upon the King's Head^ and an exceeding 
rich Crown upon the Queen's, which their Majefties continue to 
wear all the reft of the Day. 

The Archbiftiop alfo puts into the King's Right-hand, the Scepter 
with the Crofs, and into his Left-hand the Orb, or Globe with 
the Croft \ and into the Queen's Right-hand her Scepter with the 
Crofs, and into her Left-Hand the Ivory Rod with the Dove : 
Which done, the Archbiftiop and Bifliops diveft themfelves of 
their Copes, and leave them there, proceeding in their Rochets, or 
ufual Habit. 

Whilft the King and Queen are in St. Edward^ Chapel, the 
Officers of Arms call in Order fuch only as are to return to IVeft" 
minfter-HaU ^ (for the Prebendaries of Wefiminfter and the Choirs 
are not to go back in the Proceeding to the Hall) and draw them 
down, out of the Choir, into the Body of the Church. 

Then the Qiieen, having her Crown on her Head, and the 
Scepter and Ivory Rod in her Hands, and being fupported and 
attended, and her Train born as before, proceeds from Sr. Ei- 
toard's Chapel over the Theatre, by the North-fide of her "Throne, 
and fo thro' the Choir, in the fame manner as flie came to tne 

Church, 
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Church, (Caving that the Lords, who lore her Regalia thither, go 
not now immediately before her, but repair to their refpeftive 
Places in the Proceeding, according to their feveral Degrees) and 
is again received under her Canopy by the Barons of the Cinques- 
Ports, who attend, without the Door of the Choir, for that 
purpofe. 

The King likewife, having the Four Swords, and the Scepter 
with the Dove born before him, with his Crown on his* Head, 
and in his Hands the Sceptre with the Crofs, and the Orb, a Noble 
Lord fupporting his Right-arm, proceeds out of St. Edward's Cba-- 
pel^ aflifted, and attended, and his Train born as before, and 
paffes over the Theatre by the Souch-fide of his Throne, and ixi 
thro* the Choir, in the fame manner as he came to the Church, 
[Faving that the Lords, who, in their former Proceflion, carried 
any of the Kegalia^ which are now left behind in St. Edtffard^sOja^ 

Sely (as the Spurs and StafF,) or which his Majefty does now bear 
imfelf, (as the Ort,^ and $c«ptv« with the Crofs,) go now in 
their refpeftive Places in the Proceeding, according to their feve- 
ral Degrees J and is received in like manner under his Canopy 
by the Barons of the Cinque- Ports at the Choir Door. 

Thus this moll: glorious and fplendid AfTembly, proceeds down 
the Body of the Church, thro* the great Weft-door, and fo re- 
turns to Weftmwfter'HaU^ by the fame way it came 5 the Dukes 
of Normandy and Aquitain wearing their Caps of Eftate, the 
Peers and PeerefTes their Coronets, the Bifhops their Caps, and 
the Kings of Arms their Coronets, according to the Scheme fol- 
lowing.

Golden Eagles; but being, in the Time of tKelttc Civil Wars, 
together with all the reft of the RcetUn, except the ^xi^aJ und 
•^ Sffcw, {all which were confbntly kept in the Church of ff^m-npcr) 
lacrilegioufly plundered away, a very rich Gold and pjrple Brocaded 
Ttfiue IS made ufe of inftead thereof, the Ground or Ouifioe wheieot* is 
fliot with Gold Thread, Brocaded with Gold aad Silver Trails, (moitly 
Gold) with Jaree Flowers of Gold froAed, heightned with fome little Sil- 
ver Flowers, and all the Trails and Flowers edged about with Purple, or 
deep Mazarine Blue. 

The SVPERTUNIC^ Surcoat, or Clofe PaU, is a dofe Coat with 
plain Sleeves, of a very ihtck and rich Cloth of Gold Tilluc, Ihot with Gold 
Thread and Gold Flowers, Brocaded and Fiofted without either Silk 
or Silver. The Length behind, ij a Yard and Quarter and half; and be- 
fbte, a Yard and Q'>*'<c i having only one Slit behind a miartcr and half 
dMp ; which divides it into two Skirts, each Skirt beina juft a Yard and a 
half, fo that the whoie Compars ar the Bottom is three Yards. To this be- 
Ibiigsa Belt or Girdle made o^' the fame Cloth of Tilfue, lined with a White 
Watred Tabby, with a Gold Buckle, Runner and Tab, to which Hangers 
of the fame are affixed, f or fhe K^iug's Sword wherewith he is girded. 

The J R iilL ix made of the latse t loth of Tillue as tlie Superiunica or 
Clofe Pall, and lined with Ctimlon Fltmtt Sarcenet. _ The Length of it 
is about an Ell, and the Breadth of it three Inches, with two double Rib- 
bands at each End with Crimlbn Ta&ra, v!x. Two at the Corners of the 
Ends, to tie it below the EibeWs, aad two a Iktle highcTi for tyins it 
above the Elbows* 

The COLOBli/M SJNDONtS, or Surplice (faving, th»t it is with- 
out Sleeves) is the firft Garment put upon the Kinif after thei Anoint- 
ing. It is made of very line White Cambiick, and is in Length. About 
a mil of a Yard deeper than the iKfirtunica, or Clole Pali : It is laced 
about the Neck, round the Arn.hole^ oi 0|.eniiigs of the bhoulcers, down 
the Brcaft, up the Silts of the Sides, and lound the Bottom, with fine 
White f/«.^(r/ Lait l*i;rfled on vtiy lull. 

7be SVRCOjIT of lich C^tmlba &aidn, which Js pur upon his MajcIVy 
at his fiift Dnffuig in the Morning, U made like the Sufiriunict ot Ciole 
Fall, and much aLout the lame LJimeiificns. The Lining is Ciimibn/'/'- 
riHtt Saicenet. 

The BUiKINS arc made of the fame Cloth of Tillue as the Shftr- 
luntfa, and lined with Ciimfoa Fltrenee Sarcenet i the Length of them 

Eighteen 
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Eighteen Inches, theCompafs at the Top Fifteen Inches, and from the Heel 
to the Toe Eleven Inches. 

The S Al^DJLS are made with a dark-colour^d Leather Sole, and a 
Wooden Heel covered with Red Leather, the Straps or Bands, (whereof 
two go over the Foot, and the third behind the Heel) are of Cloth o£ 
Tifftie, Lined With Crimfon Taffitta, as is alfo the Bottom or InTide of the 
Sole : The whole Length of the Sandal is Ten Inches. 

The 5 P UR S, called the Gnat G^tdw Spurs^ are curioufly wrought. 

The AMPUL ot Eaglet tfO^fii, containing the Holy Oyl, is in Form 
of an Eaiie^ with the Winds expanded, ftanding on a Pedeftal, all of pure 
.Gold, finely chafed. iPhe' Head fcrews off at the Middle of the Neck, for 
the Coavemeoceof puttingifif theO^l, and the Neck being hollow to tjie 
very Beak, the Holy Ofl ia pa«ir6#otiv}f]fto-th« Spoon, through thePoiffc 
of the Beak. The WelMC of the Whole is about Eight or Ten Ounces^ 
and the Cavity of At &^ capable' of c6ni%iining about Six Ounces. 

The Antinting SPOON it Ukewifis of pure God, with four Pearls in the 
broadeft place of the Handle, and the Bowl of the Spoon is finely cbaced 
both within and without ^ by the extream Thinncfs whereof it appears to 
be very ancient. 

King EdwMr£% Chair^ (commonly called St. Edward's Chair) is a very 
antient Chair of folid hard Wood, with Back and' Sides of the fame, (as in 
the Sculpture following) varioufly painted (in whichtheKinss of ^(o^/jtvi/ 
were heretofore conftantly Cnmned ; but being brought out of that Kingdom 
by the Vi&oriotts Prince King Edward 'I. in the Z4th Year of his Reign, 
Annt 1256. after he had totally overcome JoknBAliol King of Sctts^ it hath 
ever fmce remained in the Akkn of M^ifitninfier^ and has been the Royal 
Chair, in which the fucceeding Kings and Queens of this Realm have been 
inaugurated. 

It IS in Height Six Foot Seven Inches, in Breadth, at the Bottom, )8 In- 
ches, and in Depth 14 Inches : From the Seat to the Bottom is if Inches ; 
the Breadth of the Seat within the Sides is z8 Inches, and the Depth 18 In« 
ches. At Nine Inches from the Ground there is a Bottom-Bo^rd, i'upported 
at the^ four Comers by four Lyons ;• and berween the Seat^and the faid 
Bottom-Board is enclol'ed a Stone, coinmonly called Jacob's Sttne, or the 
Fatal Marble Stone^ being an oblong Squstre, about 22 Inches long, i ; Inches 
broad, and 11 Inches deep, of a biudfh Steel-like Colour, mixed with 
fome Veins of Red ;' whereof Hiftory relates, that it is the Stone whereon 
the Patriarch Jacek is faid to have laid his Head in the PUin of Luza : That 
it was brought to Brigantia in the ^ingdom of Galltcta in Sfaiti^ in .which 
Place Giffi&tf/ King of ^^0^/ fat on it, as his Throne, Thence it was brought 
into Ireland by Simon Breach, firft King of Scots, about 700 Years before 
Chrift's Time : And from thence into 5f#f/ii»i/ by King Fergus, about ;:}o 
years before Chrift. And in Anno^^^o^ was placed in the Abbey of Seone 
in the Sherifdom of Perth by King Kenneth, who caufed it to be enclofed ih 
this Wooden Chair, and this Prophetical Diftich to be Engraven

U a Rim or Girder of GoM, ' 
very richly adornlid with large 
Diamonds, curiouAy fet, as in 
the Draught, with a Stringof 
Pearl rouud' the upper- Edge 
thereof : The Cap is Purple 
Velvet, lined with White Taffl- 
ta, and turned up with Ermine, 
richly powdered. 
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The OR'?, MOUND, or GLOBE, 
vhich is put into his Maje[>y^s 
Right Hand, immeaU^cIy Itfoie 
his being Crowned, And which his 
M&jefty bears in bis I>ft Hand up- 
on bi^ Return into Wifiminjitr Hull, 
is ft Bilt of Gold of fix Inches Di- 
ameter, encom palled with a Band, 
or Fillet, of Gold, emb^llilhed with 
Rofet of Diamonds encircling other 
precious Srones, vit.

an Imperial Crown, compefed 
of CrolTes and FUwers de Lik, 
with Arches and a Mound, as is 
Her Majefty's other Crown.

The Cap is Purple Velvet, 
lined with rich white Fhrence 
TaiBita. turned up, and richly 
powder d with Ermine. 

St. EJwtrcTs STAFF, in Length four Foot feven In- 
ches andahalf, is a Staffor Scepter of Gold, withaPike, 
orFootof Sreel, about four Inches and a Quarter in Length, 
and aMouud and CroTs Kt the Top, the Garnifhings are 
alfo of Gold and the Diameter of it is above three Quar- 
ters of an Inch. 

The Kings SCEPTSR, with the DOf' £, is a Scep- 
ter of GoM, in Length three Foot feven Inches, and 
three Inches in Circumference at the Handle, )\nd two 
Inches and a Quarter about at the Top ; The Pomel gar- 
nilhed with a Circle, or Fillet, of Table Diamonds, and 
in feveral Places with precious Scones of all Sorts, and 
the Mound at the Top imbclliftied with a Band or Fillet 
of Rofe Diamonds. Upon the Mound is a fmall Jtrufaltm 
Crofs, whereon is fixed a Dove, with Wings expandtd, 
as the Emblem of Mercy.

the^Peef^OS^ in the Painted Chamber, where their Ma)efty*s weregracioullv

HU Majefty Si IVaJa bdrme by the MaABr 
of the Robesi, aflifted by the Lord fiAnMfT, the Lord mU$uglU^. the LonL 
tsmf4om9^ and the Lord DunkUine ; and her Mhjofty's IVainr home by tkt. 
Daccbeisof£«iiv^0ry ai&fted by the Lady EU%Mkitb PsmUt^ the Lady .D/jxi^ 
fVe, the Lady Eiix^hith Cafvuuiijh, and ttie Lady Htnfitttm f^. 

After the King, fbllawed the Earl of MnummtB^ Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber, and two Grooms of the Bedchamber ; and after the Queen the 
Counteis of Dtrif^ Lady of the Bedchamber^ and two of her Ktijeiiy>*» 
Women. Laftly, the Captain of his Majefty's Guard in WUting, between^ 
the Captain of the Yeomen of the Guard, and the Captain of die Auidof 
Gentlemen- Penfioneta, followed by the Lieatenant, biifign^ and Band oC 
iieomen of the Guard. 

The Serjeants, at Arms went on each fide of the Regsiis, and the Gen^^ 
tiemen-Pcnfioners ctn^ each fide of the Canopy. 

In this manner, their Majefties, arrayed in their Royal Robes of Crimibil 
Velvet furred with Ermine, the King on the Right-hand with a Crimfoa 
AM vet Cap on his.Head, and the Queen on.the Left witba l^reh Circlet o# 
Gold on her Head ; all the Nobility in Robes of Crimfon Velvet, with 
dieir Caps and Coronets in their Hands ; and the reff who formed tncPto^ 
ceeding being richly clad, or bearing their proper and peculiar Robes or 
Habits, but all uncovered, marched on foot upon two breadths of Blue 
Cloth, fpread from the Steps of the Throne in mfiminptf.Hnli^ to the Steps.

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ef the Theatre In tbe Choir of the Ckorch of ffejhnhfisr. The -whtAt ftiC- 

ioge being railed iii, and guarded with hisTVfajefty'sHorfe and FootGutftds s 
And all the Streets y Windows, Balconies and Scaflblds crowded with hicb 
an infinite Number of Speftators, as was fcarce ever (een before^ expreffing 
i^elr great Joy by Shoucs and univer&l Acclamations. 

Being entred the Church, and the NdbltHy and others all duly placed^ 
Their Majefties afcended the Theatre, and repaired to their Chairs on the 
South' fide o^ t\it Area 6t S-acrariuim^ With Falditdols before them,' for their 
private Devotions. Then the Biihop of Londtn^ who. performed this gKac 
Solemnity, began the Recognition; which being concluded with, a mighty: 
Shout of all the People prei'ent, their Majefties came to the Altar and made 
their firft Oblation •, which done, the Lords who carried the Rei^lia^ pre-^ 
fented them feverally ac the Altar, to be there depofired. 

Then the Litany was fung by the Biihops of St. Afafh and Bangor ^ which' 
ended, the Communion Service began. The Epiftle was read by the Blffafrp 
of Ctfr/(/7tf, and the Gofpel, taken out of St. Matt. xxW. 16, 22. was read by 
the fiilhop of St. Afafh. After which followed the IJicene Creed ; which 
ended, the Biibbp of Salisbury being ready in the Pulpit, repeated the Lord^s 
Prayer, and took his Text i Sdm, xxiii. 3, 4. The God of Ifrael faid^ the kock 
9f\it2A\jfaki to we^ He that ruleth over Mm muB be juft^ ruling in the Fear 
of God: And he^jball he at the Light of the Mornings when the Sun rijeth, even 
a Morning without Clouds \ as the tender Grafs ffringlng out of the Earth by clear. 
Jhining afier Rain, Upon which Words he made an excellent Diicoul'e, their. 
Majellies fitting in their Chairs on the South*fide of the Area, and hearing 
the &me with great Attention. 

After Sermon, which lafted pft half an Hour, their Majefties took the 
new eflablifli'd Oath : And P^eni Creatorboing fung, and the holy Oil confe- 
crated, their Majefties were conduced to their Regal Chairs placed on the 
Theatre ( near the Eaft-fide thereof) that they might be more confpicuous 
to the Members of the Houfe of Commons^ (who with their Speaker were 
iieated in the Noi"thrCfofs; and^ were difrobed of their Crimlbn Velvet 
Mantles, and being folemnly anointed, were prefented with the Spurs, and 
the Sword, fwhlch being o^r'd, was redeemed by the Earl of i'^rr/iw^) and 
invefted with the Imperial Palls and Orbs ; and then with the Rings and 
Scepters ;. and at £our of the Clock, the Crowns were put upon their Ma- 
iefties Heads by the Lord Bifkiap oi London , aiTifted by the Lord Bifiiop of 
Rochefter. ; at fight w(iereof all the People fliouted, the Drums beat and 
Trumpets founded^ and the great Guns at the Tower, and in St. 'James'*9 
Parky ice. were difchaiged, and all the Peers and Peerefies put en thei^ 
Coronets. 

Then the * Holy Bible (brought in the Proceflion for that Purpofe) was 
^relented to their Majefties ; ano aftei the Benedi&iou their Majefties vouch- 
lafed to kifs the Biihops. ^ And Te Dium being iung, theiv Maieftles afcended 
the Throne, and being inthroned, the Archbilhop and Bimops did their 
Homage to them jointly, and klfied their Left-cheeks, and after them Prince 
Qeorge^ and the other Temporal Lords in like manner, each of them touch- 
ing the Crowns upon their Majefties Heads, and feverally kHiing their Ma- 
jefties Cheeks. JJuring which time, the Treafurer of the Houmold threw

Then began the * Communion, their Majeftles making (heir fecond Obla- 
tion, and tne King and Queen having received the Holy Sacrament, and the 
Biihop having read the final Prayers : their Majefties went in State into 
St. Edward's Ckafel^ where being divefted of their Imperial Palls, &c. and 
arrayed in their Royal Robes of Purnle Vtlvet ; the whole Company (ex- 
cept the Church of IVeBmifiBir) refarn d to WettminRer-HaS in the fame Order 
they came, their Majefties wearing their rich Crowns of Scace, and all the 
Nobility their Coronets on their Heads. The Spe£bitors all the time con« 
tinuing their Acclamations of Joy« And being^ entred into rhe Hall, were 
eondiioed to their feveral Tables to Dinner, which were all ready furnllked 
before their coming in. 

The firft Courfe for their Majefties Table was ferved up with the proper 
Ceremonv, the Lord Hrgh Steward betwixt the Lord High Conftable and 
the Earl Maribal preceding it on Horfeback ; and before the fecond Courfe 
was ferved up, Charles Dymolu Efq; their Majefties Champion, in compleac 
Armour, between the Lord High Conftable and Earl Marlhal, all on Horfe- 
back, performed the Ceremony of the Challenge after the ufual manner. 

After which, Garter (with the Officers of Arms) cryed Lar^efff and pro- 
claimed their Majefties Stiles in Latin^ French and Engljjh, after the accuC- 
-tomed manner. 

Dinner being ended, and the. whole Solemnity performed with great 
Splendor and Magnificence, and with all pofllble Expreflions of an uniyerfaL 
Joy ; about eight in the Evening the Company broke up, and their Majefties 
returned to WhitebaU.

Champion, in compleat Armour, rode into the Hall, between the Lord 
High Conftable and Lord Marlhal before mention'd, and performed th« 
Challenge 1 After which, the King drank to him in a Gold Cup, which ha 
received as his Fee. Sir Samutl Stsnitr Lord Mayor of LtMJm, and OmjW 
mit Effti the Mayor of OxfirJ, were Cup-Bearers to the Ring in their 
Turns, and received the Cups, their Fee as ufual Then GMrtirl Deputy, 
attended by the other Officers of Arms, proclaimed his Majefty's Stile in 
Lsliti, French, and Sngli^. 

Dinner being ended, and all Thiiwi performed with great Splendor and 
Magnificence, about Seven of the Clock his Majefty returned to St- >»»m's j 
theMy concluded w^ith Bonfires, Illuminations, Ringing of ficlls, and other 
jjemonftrations of a general Joy and Satisfiiftion.
